At the Senior Staff nesting on 27 January, fir* major subjects 
vers proposed for early Council consideration, as follows: 

a« Overall Asia policy Caused by all bands m desirable, 
with not# by JCS that a super-priority paper on Indochina might be 
necessary) * 

b. Policy toward the European Satellites ( pressed by 

State). 

o. Policy toward the Middle iast generally (Exposed by 

State). 

d. Policy toward Yugoslavia (proposed by Defense). 

e. European policy in the event of continued non-ratification 
of EDC, with particular reference to adnissien of West lirmany and 
Spain to NATO (proposed by Defense). 

This memo gives the existing state of estimative support for 
such papers, the relevant estimates already programmed, and the apparent 
need for new estimates, with discussion ef possible timing. 


I* Overall Asia Policy 

l. In the subject order of the Current Policies book* 

a. We have an overall estimate of Communist intentions 
in Asia, UISS-U7 (31 October 1952), still generally valid but not 
covering any reaction to assisted Western courses of action. It is 
now plumed to bring this up to date aa part of the new edition of 
NIE-6U (Part XI), for June publication, covering the period up to 
mid-1955. Possible need * a acre urgent mad selective estimate 
assuming certain Hesiern courses of action. 

b. We have a currently valid estimate of 31ne-doviet 
relations, N IE-58 (10 September 1952). be do not have any extensive 
estimate of internal conditions in Communist China more recent than 
July, 1951# though the subject has been touched cn in successive 
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tor— xi estimates and In the estimate* of the effect Of blockade and 
other measures (see c. Infra ). Because of the weakness of bools 
intelligence on thi#*“ area, an extensive research effort had been laid

a. above that the two might profitably be merged. 

o. We have an estimate of Common let intentions in Korea, 

H IK-55 A (30 duly 1952), which was reviewed in November and judged 
not to need revision at that time. A new estimate, HIt-55/2, is now 
being prepared for March publication, be have alao estimated the 
consequences of certain assumed courses of action that might ha used 
against the Communists to break the Korean deadlock (embargo, blockade, 
air war in Manchuria) In SI-?? (5 June 195?)* and the SIC has gone 
tdboughly into the status of existing trade and shipping controls on 
trade with Communist China (the most recent edition being 3 October 
1952 )• Possible needs : acceleration of &IS-55/2* Any further 
review of "In* consequences of assumed courses of action should probably 
bo handled In a single paper, merging with the needs stated in a. and 

b. above. The availability of ?T>27 should make possible fairly rapid 
handling of these points. 



e. With respect to Pentose, wo have an estimate on the 
likelihood of Communist attack, MTE-2?/l (1 April 1952)# which still 
appears valid, and we have m extensive estimate of Chinese nation- 
alist capabilities for offensive action cm any front, with soma 
general statements on world reaction thereto, SB-29 (ll dune 1952)# 
which was prepared in support of S3C 128 and wss judged generally 
valid in November. Posslbl needs i review of SK-29 aad NIS-27/1 in 
the light of eontampXaied courses sf action. 

f. With respect to Southeast Asia, we have a generally 
valid estimate of the Indochina situation, NIB -35/2 (29 August 1952), 
and an estimate of the Burma situation, ft IB- ft, in final stages and 
capable of publication by 8 February. An updating of 1 IB-35/2 is pro- 
grammed for May publication. We have no estimates on the Malayan or 
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Thai la nd situations* nor any recent estimate on the an;* as a whole. 
Possible needs i acceleration of MB-J5/3, possibly covering the 
oomseq&sRces of as aimed courses of action. The consequences of 
assumed courses of action in ladochint* on the rest of t outheast Asia 
aifht be considered in the same or a separate paper* bringing in m ne 
bael^round in Tha i l a n d and lalaya* and for Burma whatever revision of 
HIB-7U is indicated.
